New YORK, November 2.—{Staff Corres- 
denee.J—1 have given most of today to 
the two headquarters, and to say that the sit- 
uation is badly mixed Is an inadequate expres- 
gion 0! the shape into W hich the national con- 
dest has drifted. There is no doubt of the 
sincerity of the confidence of both sides, but I 
ani satisfied that the democratic leaders are 
the more sanguine. They hold the inside of 
¢ho track just now ina neck and neck race, 
the finish pole only a length ahead and the 
democratic horse pushing inch by inch ahead. 
As the campaign nears its close the demo- 
growing more satisfied, and if I mis- 
take not there are accumulating evidences of 
republican depression. Their leaders secm to 
be constantly in dread that something is going 
to happen, and while they reason among them- 
selves that they ought to win, they fear that 
they will not, as one of the most prominent 
republican leaders in the country expressed it 
to me today in a confidential chat. 
“J am confident, but not more so than four 
years azo. Consequently I am prepared now 
for what completely upset us then. : 

At the republican headquarters the policy is 
to claim everything, which they are doing 
with maguificent liberality. They are tiguring 
on a solid north against 4 solid south, with the 
probable loss of New Jersey, on which they do

Good News From the West. 

At the democratic headquarters there jfis 
even a stronger feeling of confidence, and 
Connecticut is considered the most doubtfnl 
of the doubtful states. The strongest advices 
are being constantly received from Michigan, 
Illinois and California, stating that the demo- 
crats in each of these states are confident 
of success. The republicans are afraid of 
Michigan particularly and the national com- 
mittee is hard at work on it today. It 1s said 
that the state will be thoroughly soaked with 
republican boodle on the day of election: that 
the republicans have the advantage in the 
magnitude of their campaign fund. 


There is but little doubt that Chairman Quay 


has been crying help from the housetops, and 
the only thing that he has said during the 
whole campaign is “money.” He is as silent 


asthe sphinx and keeps his mouth serenely | 


shut except to call for boodle. But he is the 
sort of man to get this, and rumor has it that 
he has succeeded wonderfully well in raising 
animmense fund. This may havea very di- 
rect bearing on the result. 

The betting is largely in favor of the democ- 
racy. An incident which comes under my own 
observation proves to show the drift. Isaw 
yesterday a bet made of $10,000 against $9,000 
with odds on Cleveland, with a forfeit of five 
hundred dollars on withdrawal. Today a re- 
publican took down his name fora thousand 
dollars and yielded the forfeit. The odds at 
all the hotels are with the democrats by about 
three totwo. The republicans admit this, but 
gay that it means nothing, as the betting was 
heavily for Blaine four years ago. It is the 
general impression that Hill will lead Cleve- 
land in this state by a large vote. 

The governor will review the democratic 
procession which takes place here tomorrow 
night, and which promises to be the most im- 
posing demonstration of the campaign. 

The Georgians Didn’t Respond. 

I today ran across a very interesting piece of 
gossip at the democratic ieadquarters concern- 
ing our Georgia congressmen, and I trust they 
will not blame me for referring to it. Sutiice 
it now to say that the democratic committee 
has made styong efforts to get them on the 
stump to help the democracy, and that only 
one—Mr. Turner—responded. Speakers have 
been iu the greatest demand, and it has been 
With difficulty that the committee has been 
enabled tosupply them. Allof the Georgia 
congressmen were invited. by personal letter, 
and several of them replied, giving satisfacto- 
ry reasons for not complying. Senator Brown 
wrote a long letter tothe committee, full of 
en®uragement, and regretting that physical 
inability preyented his taking the stump. Mr. 
Carlton and some of the others were heard 
but not a word came _ from 
Messrs. Colquitt and Biount. As these 
two gentlemen had been shouting so vigorous- 
ly for ‘‘tariff reform,’’ the committee was es- 
pecially anxious to secure their services. 

Finally an opportunity was offered where 
Senator Colquitt particularly could do good 
service. Ansonia, Connecticut, has a large 
prohibition element, and the democrats of the 
place asked the committee for some one who 
could reach that vote and show it why it 
should not follow the Fisk will-o’-the-wisp. 
Senator Colquitt was at once suggested and he 
was avain called, this time writing that he was 
unable to come.

Now, I am not, at present, saying anything 
about what I heard at the committee head- 
quarters by way of comment. What 
we want ~-to know is, who is 
going to be elected ? I have 
arranged for an interview with Hon. Calvin 8.

Chairman Barnum Thinks So, at Least— 
Chances Better Than Four Years Ago. 

New York, November 2.—[Special.]— The 
democratic national committee issued tonight 
its final appeal to the country. The campaign 
Of 1888 is virtually ended. All the work has 
been done, and nothing is left but for the bat- 
tle of the ballots to be fought on next Tuesday. 
Thad a conversation with ex-Senator Barnum, 
Chairman of the commitie; Senator Gorman, 
Colonel Brice and other members of the com- 
Diitee. 

Mr. Barnum did not say much, but it was to 
the point. “The democrats’ chances for win- 
Ring this election are ten times better than 
they were in 1884,” he said. “I think that 
Connecticut, Indiana, New Jersey and New 

ork will give their electoral votes for Grover 
Cleveland.” 

Senator Gorman, who has been doing active 
Service all during the campaign, was as confi- 
dent as Chairman Barnum. ‘We are reason- 
ably certain to earry the election,’’ he re- 
Marked. “The country is with us. There 
are ho indications of any defections. Tuesday 
ta be Cleveland day, and the people will 
“ct a man of the people.” 

Colone! Brice, chairman of the executive 

Milles, thought several states would go 
that hitherto had gone republican. 
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| They all were sanguine and said they did not 


fee] nervous as to the general result. The 
republicans are on the defensive and making 
explanations, ‘ 

Treasurer Dudley, of the republican national 
committee, has sued the Times, the World and 
the Herald each for $25,009 for publishing the 
letter he pronounced a forgery. One proved 
fact is tiat he brings his suits in the supreme 
court, wnich is so overloaded with untricd 
cases that his cannot be reached in a year. If 
he had selected the superior or the conrt of 
common pleas the trial would come off in two 
months, Noone for a moment believes that 
Colonel Dudley desires the cases to come to 
trial. But Matt Quay told him, it is rumored, 
that he had to do something to counteract tiie 
effect of his alleged boodle letter to republican 
county chairmen in Indiana. 

It is whispered around that the republicans 
intend to spring a roorback Monday morning. 
It will charge Cleveland with some grave 
offense to try toexcite the - prejudice of the 
Irish-Americans. 

Tomorrow afternoon and evening will wit- 
ness the last parade in this city of the cam- 
paign. The republicans will parade in the 
afternoon, and the democrats will have a 
torchlight procession in the evening. Many 
republicans from New Jersey, Brooklyn and 
interior counties of the state will visit the city 
to swell the ropublican numbers. The demo- 
crats will not need any contingents from other 
cities, and will number 75,000 strong. Goy- 
ernor Fill will review the procession. 

I have not expressed my individual opinion 
about the national result, always giving those 
of others, and generalizing from facts given 
me, I believe that Indiana will give from 7,000 
to 10,000 majority for Cleveland, New Jersey 
is sure to go for the democratic ticket, Connec- 
ticutt is doubtful, New York will give a plu- 
rality like 5,000 or 7,000 for President Cleve- 
land, Michigan isin the list of probable states 
for the democrats. The republicans are mak- 
ing a still hunt for Virginia, but I believe the 
democrats will carry it by seVeral thousand.

BLAINE IN NEW HAVEN. 


HeMakes a Very Serious Charge Against 
the Administration. 

Nzw Haven, Conn., Nov. 2,—James G. 
Blaine and party arrived in this city at noon. 
Tney were met at the depot by the young 
mens Republican Club saa escorted to the 
green, where Mr. Blaine was introduced to an 
audience of 3,500, by Ex-Governor Harrison. 
Blaine spoke for about ten minutes, saying, 
among other things: 

If Connecticut is notready to defend the doc- 
trine of protection, then she must not expect other 
people to doit for her. Connecticut is one of the 
states in this union that is probably more largely 

enefitted by protection than any other state. 
b Referring to government funds deposited in 
national banks, he said: 

I find that there have been sixty millions loaned 
to national banks withoutinterest. I said loaned 
to national banks—pet banks—while only four mil- 
lions and a haif have gone to pay the debt of the 
nation during the past month. This is the most 
scandalous transaction in the history of the nation. 
I do not charge corruption on the part of the secre- 
tary nor that the banks are corrupt, but I have my 
suspicions. It wasa very learned federal judge 
who said from the bench that any fool can be taught 
reason, but suspicion was divine. Ishali continue 
to suspect thatin this connection large funds have 
been contributed for the election of Grover Cleve- 
land and Allan G. Thurman. I repeat tit, 
that out of this six'y miliions that have been loaned 
to banks without ixterest, large funds have been 
provided to re-elect Cleveland, 

In conclusion he said: 

On Tuesday next the fate of protection in this 
country is to be settled, Ifthe people of the United 
States do rot uphold it, then you will never inake 
another rally on this issue successtul. It is for Con- 
necticut and Conne:€ cyt voters to determine 
whether that end shal! be accomplished, 

Mr. Blaine was then escorted to the depot, 
where he took a special train for Derby. 

At Derby Park. 

New HAveEn, Conn., November 2.—At Der- 
by trotting park ten thousand people gathered 
and gave Mr. Blaine a most enthusiastic re- 
ception. Mr. Biaine was introduced and 
spoke substantially as follows: 

‘*Fellow Citizens: If you will allowa pro- 
tection lajy to be broken down and destroyed, 
when do you think it will be put back again? 
Do you think you can vote for a free trade 
party for fun, and have some one else- main- 
tain the protective principle for you? If you 
will put General Harrison in the  pvres- 
idential chair, i will guarantee that the protec- 
tive tariff will not be disturbed. They are 
opposing us in every way and manner, fair and 
unfair. While I was in the west I saw an in- 
terview with Postmaster General Dickinson, 
in which he described New England as self- 
ishly hanging on to the body politics, absorb- 
ing its wealth and giving back nothing. He 
described us as a patriotic people, who had not 
done as much to suppress rebellion as Missouri 
and Kentucky, (Derisive laughter.] I had to 
say something about him, and he replied, 
describing the laboring man of New England 
as in the last stages of starvation. He said that 
in Fall River there were a thousand men with 
families, and they could not earn more than 
forty or fifty cents per day for the whole 
family. voice—He is a d—n liar.] That 
occasionally the family had a little 
pork to eat, that -they did not 
have five pounds of beef a_ year, 
that they lived mostly on bread, and some- 
times were obliged to go to bed without any- 
thing to eat. Gentlemen, I do not mean this 
as aridicule of Dickinson,but it is of.that stuff, 
and of stuff like it, that I stated all through the 
west and southwest, that arguments against 
tariff are malice. They represent New 
England as - having two classes—one 
class rolling in wealth and around 
them a class’. borderiug on-; starvation 

“This mode of speaking*of the results of 
protection and describing New England is a 
libel on the mostindustrious and one of the 
most deserving sections of the union. The 
question pressed upon you today is: Are you 
willing to trust that president of the United 
States who sent a free trrde message to con- 
gress? Are you willing to trust him with the 
tariff, which question, my friends,is a question 
of wages, and being a _ question. of 
the, wages and votes. of the men who 
earn wages will decide this election. Western 
democrats say that New England has palaces 
on every hilltop. Ebave lived in New-Eng- 
land many years and never saw but a few of 
them. A vast number of the people are com- 
fortably well off. It is in their hands, and 
always has been in their hands, to make and 
unmake the laws of the country. 
All of ‘the millionaires from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific cannot offset 
the vote of the workmenof this valley. [Ap- 
plause.] You outyote them all as often as you 
like. You have itin your power to hold pub- 
lic opinion stronger than they can. You tan 
argur the matter for yourselves, and if. the 
republican party shall lose the support of the 
men who are comparatively well off, 
as the farmers and workmen. in 
the factories, the republican ‘party ceases to 
exist. It was made of such men. Cleveland 
did not have the senate in his hands and has 
not been able te siir one-half.of the protective 
tariff.

A LOOK OVER THE BATTLEFIELD. 


The Orators Returning From the Backwoods 
and the Campaign Virtually Closea— 
The Poils te be Closely Watched. 


INDIANAPOLIS, .Ind., November 2.—[Staff 
Correspondence. }—There isa lull today in the 
political situation here. A drizzling rain 1s 
falling, which interferes with outside locomo- 
tion. The politicians are confined within hotel 
corridors, while the leaders are holding them- 
selves aloof from approach. Those parties 
have been taught prudence by the Sackyille- 
Westand Dudley letters. General Harrison 
has housed himself up and refuses to come out 
save to receive delegations of school girls or 
trusted personal friends. He will not meeta 
caller singiy, but if there is no one in the house 
at the time to be a witness to the conversation 
he sends out the back way fora friendly neigh- 
bor, so that all that is said will have to be 
spoken in company. He stands at a distance 
from his visitors and stretches his hand out at 
full length sothat the caller may not have 
a chance to drop a word into his 
ear. 

Mrs. Harrison plays the part of a skillful 
diplomat, andif she sees some visitor deter- 
mined to get too close to the general, she at 
once calls off his attention to some other mat- 
ter, pending which diversion the general will 
quickly bow himself back into his private 
study. 

Something About Mra, Harrison, 

Mrs. Harrison is a most charming lady, and 
if she should become mistress of the white 
house she will be the most notable occupant 
since the ante-bellum days, except the present 
popular first lady of the land. Mrs. Harrison 
is a motherly lady, with kind and expressive 
face, possessed of greai feminine tact, witha 
mind highly cultivated and ideas made liberal 
and talented ‘through travel and experience 
in the best society of the world. She will ful- 
fill the duty of that high station in a manner 
to elicit the sympathy and approval of the 
American people. 

Chairman Jewett, of the democratic com- 
mittee, today decided not to enter into the ar- 
rangement proposed by the republicans to have 
the voters tie up their baliots with rubber 
bands. Mr. Jewett is quite satisfied with the 
regulatious of law and does not propose to be 
led into tinkering with the ballot box. The 
appointment of election inspectors, deputy 
marshals, supervisors, ote., is being carried on, 
and by Monday noon every detail will be ar- 
ranged for the great work of Tuesday morn- 
ing. ‘There is an entire suspension of business 
throughout the state. The Grand hotel, the 
democratic headquarters, and the Dennison 
house, where the republicans rally, are both 
constantly filled with the manufacturers, dry 
goods men and business men of all kinds who 
have not seen their places of business ina 
week. For instance, Mr. R. R. Shiel, who 
handles four millions of business a year, has 
not been in his office in three weeks and does 
not know whether his clerks are even there. 
This is but a sample of the excitement which 
prevails. 

Skirmishers Coming In. 

The orators are returning from the rural 
districts. Fortwo weeks Indiana has had 
neither governor, senator or any other officer, 
so far as.the departments could show. These 
gentlemen have lived in the cars, moving con- 
stantly frem one town to another, standing on 
the rear platforms at country stations and 
making two-minute talks. Governor Gray 
has put in good work for Cleveland, which is 
in contrast with Gresham’s coldness toward 
Harrison. Dan Voorhees cannot remember 
the number of speeches he has made, while 
his law partrfer, John Lamb, who is a demo- 
cratic elector at large, has covered the state in 
his canvass. 

The fact that this late in thecampaign the 
republicans should have put Senator John 
Sherman in the fieldin this state,as well as ex- 
Senator Windom is regarded as proof that 
they are not satisfied with their hold onthe 
workingman. Senator Sherman appears just 
as cold-blooded to the people of Indiana as he 
does to the people of Georgia. 

“A little ofticial honesty Tuesday wonld 
play smash,’’ remarked Endorus. Johnson to- 
day. He continued: “I have been looking up 
the laws relating to betting. If they are all 
earried out, there will be neither election 
board nor voters entitled to suffrage in some 
precincts. Any member of an election board 
who, on the cath of two citizens, is shown to 
have engaged in betting, must be thrown off 
the board by the inspector and his successor 
selected from the bystanders. There are pen- 
alties also that would be disagreeable if en- 
forced. An old statute provides that any per- 
son who shall bet or wager any sum on the 
result of an election shall forfeit to the school 
fund any sum up to twice the amount of his 
bet. Another statute provides that betting 
on election is an offense finable in any amount 
up to $100, and punishable also with imprison- 
ment for from ten to ninety days. These 
statuets are a dead letter. It is 
not news that pools on the ‘election 
are openly sold and that’ scores of 
bets are openly made dailyalso. These things 
are known to all classes of people, and to none 
better than the police. The committee of one 
hundred is rapidly perfecting its arrangements 
for protecting the purity of the ballot on Tues- 
day next, and itis the purpose to place every 
precinct under surveillance and a pretty close 
watch will be kept over the men who furnish 


‘‘boodle”’ for the corruption of voters, as well | 


as the men who have already been paid for 
their services. Certain rooms in which per- 
sons are being ‘steered’ and supplied with 
money forcorruption purposes are also under 
guard and the committee will make an equal, 
if nota more determined effort, to convict 
those furnishing funds, thanto punish the 
poor wretches who may accept a bribe for 
their ballots on that day.” 
The Polls to Be Watched. 

A member of the committee remarked, “We 
shall give close attention to men who buy and 
sell yotes, and all of them will pass in review. 
Our arrangements I regard as perfect, and the 


pay all rewards now offered for the detection 
of any outrage against a free ballot.” - 

The committee of one huudred, however, is 
under republican influence and the democrats 
distrast the efiiciency of its work, Hundreds 
of strangers—people without occupation—are 
reaching the city, nearly all of whom seek the 
private rooms of the republican committee to 
be assigned. It is presumed to be the ‘‘block 
of five’’ suggested by Colonel Dudley. “It be- 
gins to look as if Governor St. John was right 
the other night when he said that Indiana 
would go to the party withthe most boodle. 
If the republicans should carry the state, the 
word “‘boodle’’ should be engraved on their 
political coat-of-arms. Notwithstanding all 
this, Charley Jewett says, “‘We will carry the 
state as sure as the sun shines,”’

Siructions, who are closely’ shadowing the 
Evans detectives, and for weeks he has Leen 
receiving daily reports of their talk and move- 
ments. Even the cipher dispatchesof these 
Fascalg are known to Chairman W hittaker 
md they and their employes are all 
in danger of the penitentiary. It is with tle 
greatest diiliculty that Chairman Whitaker 
has been able to prevent these detectives from 
being ridden on a rail and given a coat of tar 
and feathers.

Two more of these emissaries came here this 
morning. They were constantly watched, and 
no action was unobserved.

One of these men left this afternoon for New 
York, a detective accompanying him to sce 
that he got out of the state. Thus far these 
agents of Merton have been heard from at six 
places in the state, Reports from Forsyth 
county today, say that the negroes are pouring 
in there and attempting to register fraud- 
ulently. Other reports from Richmond coun- 
ty say: ‘‘The negroes are beginning to be 
very much inflamed, and I fear we will have 
to fight orbe run out. The radicals are threat- 
ening registrars of the election.”’

JOHN SHERMAN’S JAW. 


He Jumps on the Administration and the 
Rebels of the South. 

Penvu, Ind.,; November 2.—John Sherman 
made his second speech of the campaign in 
Indiana at this place this afternoon. The 
steady rain began falling in the early morning 
and the prospects of a good meeting were 
rather dismal, but the people came through 
the rain and mud until the crowd numbered in 
the neighborhood of 10,000. The parade in the 
rain, taking about an hour to pass the rink, 
where the meeting was held, was the first fea- 
ture of the rally. At its conclusion a grand 
rush was made for the hall and it was soon 
packed to suffocation. 

In the course of his speech, Sherman asked why 
was it that four years ago people turned their backs 
onthe republican party? i wish to say in the first 
place, that I recognize a general de-ie of our demo- 
cratic friends, as well as republicans, to do what is 
best for the good of the whole country. 

i-+nave arrived at that period of life when I do not 
believe that the great mass of cither party desire to 
io wrong. 1 believe there is a desire to promote the 
common interest, but at tie same@ time I belleve 
that, while they are honest, they do tot know as 
much as we do, and are certainly not on the right 
truck. [Applause.| First of ail, the democrutic 
pretense made four years ago was thatthe republican 
purty was accumulating vast sums of money in the 
treasiry, that it was hoarding it there, and keeping 
itoutof the channels of circulation. They said :f 
they came into power they would distribute this 
money among the people, to contribute to your 
comfort and purposes. That had more influence in 
Indiana than auything elise. ‘They promised 
civil service reform, an econominal administration, 
and a reduction of the taxes. Has anybody in 
Indiana received any portion of the money that 
was to -be distributed. |Laughter). On the con- 
trary, I bave the last official statement, made by 
the treasury department, signed by the democratic 
treasurer of the United States’ When they went in 
power they found about $130,000,000 surplus, which 
was held under law to maintain 
a resumption of specie payments 
and to meet the ordinary expenses of the govern- 
ment. From that day they have gone on accumu- 

ating the surplus, until they had, on September the 
th, over and above all demands and Labilities, be- 
ides large sums of money in the treasury deposited 
by the ‘er for which such ‘ silver, 
gold anc other certificates are  isswed, 
221,800,000, which is $92,000,000 more 
thau was everin the treasury under a republican 
administration, Whenever, under republican rule, 
there was a surplus over and above the require- 
ments of the govi rnment, it wasapplied tothe pay- 
ment of public debts, Tae democrat’, administra- 
tion pretended they had no power uu ’% both houses 
of congress declared they kad power. Then they 
commenced to buy bonds. They did another 
thing, and if there is any hard handed, 
hard fisted democrat here, I want him to take this 
home with him. They took sixty millions of your 
money out of the treasury of the United States, and 
s.a'tered it around among the various banks with- 
outany interest, and with a promise that it should 
not be drawn against.

The Democratic Campaign Closed in the 
Quaker City. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa,, November 2.—The 
democratic campaign in this city was closed 
this evening by a mags meeting of the business 
men heldmt Elorticultural hall, at which the 
tariff and the wage questions were the chief 
topic of discussion.

He Makes a Fine Speech to a Large Crowd of 
Democrats.

Secretary Fairchild was the chief speaker. 
About the only subject referred to by him was 
the deposits of the government funds in the 
national banks. He said that much has been 
said to the American people of late in regard 
to this depositing of money in national bank 
depositories. The other day at Detroit Blaine 
chose to criticise my action in this regard, and 
to talk about the propriety ot my impeach- 
ment for what I has done. In my speech 
to the business men of New York three weeks 
ago. SIshowed thatevery material allegation 
which Blaine made at that time in this regard 
was absolutely false. A year ago aiter 
all the bonds subject to call had been paid, 
and all bonds bought that could be 
bought for the sinking fund surplus in the 
banks of the country had got very low, the 
bankers, and merchants were alarmed. When 
the national banks system were started, laws 
wore passed authorizing the secretary of the 
treasury to deposit a collection of internal 
revenue in snch banks in such amounts as he 
should designate. A year ago I took from the 
treasury sixty million dollars and deposited it 
in the national banks as I thought best. The 
number of depositories was increased, so that 
the aggregate of the deposits was increased to 
about $371,000,000 between October first and 
the middle of December. The charge that 

was guilty of favoritism 
towards banks is ridiculous. The banks were 
loth totake deposits, becanse so little profit 
was made from them. Each bank received ita 
deposits exactly in the order of applications 
received. The result was the tiding over of. 
financial crisis. The republicans ask why we 
did not buy bonds at that time. The authority 
to buy bonds in this way was given in appro- 
priation of October, 1881. It was believed that 
& provision in an appropriation bill of 
that kind would .only remain in effect one 
year, hence it expired in 1882. Inthe face of 
all that itseemed tome to be wiser during 
the two months that intervened, between the 
time I began these deposits and the time 
congress was to meet, to confine myself to the 
undouLted lawful power to make deposity in 
national banks and then I did it.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., November 2.—At half 
past twelve this morning General Asa S. Bush- 
nell, who was the central figure in the great 
republican demonstration held here last even- 
ing, Was assaulted by a gang of roughs as he 
was going home aot badly injured. When 
ouly a short distance from bis home, General 
Bushnell was accoste:| by a crowd, one of whom 
asked a question, which was 
courteously answered. Without an 
warning, and evidently with conceérte 
action, the crowd throw a shower of stones at 
the general. He was knocked down and beat- 
en by the roughs whe,.,while they were eh- 
gaged in the outrage, was declaring that he 
should never conduct another republican meet- 
ing, or be governor of Ohio. fis assailants 
ran away before aid came and made their es- 
cape. This affair has been the all absorbing - 
topic of conversation today.

Three Hundred Stalls Filled With Fine Stock 
~The Primary in Bibb County Yesterday 
~Short Items of Interest From Macon. 

Macon, Ga,, November 2.—[Special.]—Iif 
the people of Georgia do not believe that the 
state fair, which opens in Macon on Monday 


morning, November 5th, will bea grand suc- 


cess, they should have been at the Macon park 
today to ‘see the great number of entries that 
were made. The exhibits have been pouri:rg 
in all day from all sections 
of the country, and the , indications 
are that the fair will be the grandest success 
in the history of the Georgia State Agricultu- 
ral society. The exhibition buildings will be 
fuller than ever seen before, and the display 
will be of a most elaborate and beautiful na- 
ture. The cxhibits are being arranged in a 
most attractive and novel manner, 
and will elicit the admiration 
of the thousands of spectators who will be at 
the fair. Several carloads of exhibits arrived 
today from Houston, and a number of persons 
accompat ying, to arrange the display. Several 
carloads of goods also arrived today from Polk, 
Hancock, Sumter and Talbot counties. The 
agricultural display will certainly be the finest 
ever seen south. 

Fully fifty horses came in today, both for 
racing and exhibition purposes. ‘The stock 
already arrived is about as much.as ever ex- 
hibited at any previous state fair, and the arri- 
vals will be very numerous tomorrow and Sun- 
day.

A Large Vote Polledin the Bibb Primary 
Election Yesterday. 

Macon, Ga., Noyember 2.—[Special.|—To- 
day at noon the democratic exeeutive commit- 
tee of Bibbs county meet at the courthouse to 
consolidate the vote of the diiferent precincts 
in the primaryelection yesterday for county 
offices. The race excited considerable 
interest and the result, like all 
election, brought its disappointments and re- 
gretstoall. Judge McMauus, the present in- 
cumbent of about twelve years faithful and 
efficient service as ordinary. was defeated by 
335 majority by Colonel C. M. Wiley, one of 
the best and most popular men in the county. 
It is reported that Judge MeManus will run 
as an independent atthe regular election in 
January, but this ruthor is not given much 
credence. 

It certainly does not eome officially from 
Judge McManus himself, for he has been con 
fined to his bed with hot fever since before the 
election, and has not yet been able to coine 
out of bis house, and his physician has strictly 
enjoined that politics should not be discussed 
about his bedside. .Itis trne that there are 
many in Macon who would like to 
see him run as an independent, but the Judge 
has for long years been the stout old wheel 
horse in the democratic procession, and it is 
not generally thought that he will run inde- 
pendent. His majority at the country 
precincts was 207, and he carried one city 
precinct by 31 majority, but Col. Wiley’s 
majority at the court-house is what did the 
the work. There were about § 2,400 
votes castin the election. Sam Westcott, 
sheriff, with a vote of 2,550, ran in the lead of 
all. Asa matter of-information, the consoli- 
dated vote is hereby published, with the ex- 
ception of the vote of the Howard district pre- 
cinct, Which the executive committee did not 
count, as thé returns were not signed by the 
The result of the aggregate vote 
was not in any way effected. Judge Mc- 
Manus carried the district by eight votes. Not 
counting these eight votes Wiley’s majority in 
the county is 43. The total voteis: For oar- 
dinary—McManus, 1,028; Wiley, 1,571. Clerk 
superior court—Adams, 1,717; Ripley, 655; 
Adams’s majority, 1,062. Sheriff— Westcott, 
9, Tax receiver—Anderson, 2.358.

A SENSATIONAL DECISION, 


Peculiar Life of a Buffalo Man Revealed In 
nm Will Case. é 

BuFrrato, N. Y., October 22.—One of the 
most sensational opinions handed down by the 
supreme court general term was that in the 
Read-Rockwell will case, which became pub- 
lic this afternoon, George W. Rockwell, an 
oil speculator, eame here from Bradford a few 
years ago, and since has cut quite a swell as a 
politician and real estate man. Ho is about 
thirty-seven years old, of medium height, well 
built and attractive. On June 21, 1885, he 
married Elizabeth A. S. Read, a miserly 
spinster of 65, who was then worth ovér $100,- 
GOO. She dieda year later, having deeded all 
her property to him except $60,000 worth, 
which he claimed in the surrogate’s court by 
will. Acontest was decided in Rockwell’s 
favor, but the old lady’s brother, her only 
other heir, appealed to the general term, Ali 
the judges concur in sending it to the circuit 
court for jury trial on the question of fraud. 

Judge Haight reviews the case in substance. 
Before Mrs. Rockwell’s death she deeded to 
her husband nine pieces of real estate through 
the latter’s son by a former wife. The surro- 
gate decided that Mrs. Rockwell was sound 
mentally. The evidenceshows that prior to 
her marriage she lived with her brother John 
in an old house on Genesee street. They lived 
there since the death of their parents in squal- 
lor, were filthy and ragged, and she wentabout 
the streets picking up rotten and cast-away 
vegetables. She was athiu, spare woman, in 
feebie health, who was keen and shrewd in- 
bargaining. She was a maiden woman 
until married to Rockwell, and was love-Ssick. 
A few years before a man named Crawford had 
taken £18,000 from her after a brief courtship. 
Rockwell had a wife, who died in 1880. After- 
ward he lived in the Butterfield house at 
Bradford with Anne Dempsey, acknowledging 
her as his wife. Subsequently he had hard 
Juck, and she worked for the hotel proprietor. 
They left in debt and were arrested under the 
act relating to defrauding hotel keepers. They 
were acquitted, but the court directed a pros- 
ecution for aduitery. 

After Rockwell came to Buffalo he and his 
son took Miss Kead to Niagara Falls, where 
the marriage occurred. They occupied the same 
house on Whitney place, but did not sustain 
marital relations. Anne Dempsey was 
housekeeper for them, and Mrs. Rockwell said 
she acted like a cat Watching her. : 

The court says the burden of the proof that 
Annie was not married to Rockwell rested 
with the latter, but that it was not disproved. 
There is probable cause to believe if that mar- 
riage existed that Miss Read was deceived and 
defrauded and the will violated. The judges 
consider flat there was prima facie evidence 
of the marriage. Theissues will be retried 
by jury. To complicate matters Rockwell has 
just married Miss Pauline Hiidebrand, a belle 
in German society. All the parties are so 
prominent that the decision has created quite 
sonsation.

A CHINESE rUNERAL, 


Burial of Li Yu Doo, General of the “Black 
Flags,” In New York. 

New York, October 20.—In the rear of the 
undertaking establishment, No, 35 Mott street, | 
this morning, was presented a strange scena. 
Chinamen, musicians and inquisitive persons 
of all nationalities and creeds,moved about the 
dimly lighted place and were kept in order by 
a half dozen policemen. The wooden ceiling 
was hung in black and white, and curiously 
cut draperies of plain black ornamented the 
walls. At the fartherend of the room. ona 
black covered dais was a casket which con- 
tained the embalmed remains of Li 
Yu Doo, general of the Black Flags. 
The receptacle was of red cedar, 
covered with broadcloth, and the trimmings 
were of solid silver. A plate on the top read: 
“Ti Yu Doo, died October 19, 1888, aged 56 
years. We meet on the level, we part on the 
square.” 

By the side of the casket was a long stick 
covered with yeliow cloth, bearing cs palistic 
characters. This was to serve asthe ladder 
upon which the dead general is to mountto 
the skies. The lid of the cofiin was frequently 
removed to permit friends to gaze upon the 
features of the deceased. The face of General 
Doo was composed and the body was dressed 
in the ordinary garments worn by him in life. 
Oblong pieces of cardboard beariug hireo- 
glyphics were scattered about the dead man’s 
head and shoulders. There were also playing 
ecards there that the departed might 
mass «away the time pleasantly on 
his journey heavenward. Two feet = rig from 
each other and in front of the casket were 
three pine tables. On the first were dishes of 
canded fruit and piles of oranges. The second 
table almost groaned under the weight of 
roasted pig. Ou either side of the porker were 
pillows of chrysanthemums and peonies, one 
ofewhich bore the words: ‘‘My cousin at 
rest.’’ On the third table were sevyera) bowls 
of rice in which stood burning joss sticks and 
several ordinary wax candies. Chop sticks 
and diminutive tea cnps were laid on either 
side of the table. All that the first and second 
table contained will be placed on the grave of 
General Doo, that he may not want. food 
should he awake before reaching the 
great uuknown. About 10 o'clock 
a number of Chinamen began 
to dress themselyes in long muslin gowns. 
Four of them were of blue, with white belts. 
others, four in number, donned surplices with 

lack belts. ‘These were relatives of the dead 
man and the peculiar costuines were meant to 
indicate their great gorrow. ‘These chief 
mourners ranged themselves along side of the 
room and soon began the chanting of a weird 
song. Suddenly thé band started the dead 
march from Saul and continued, playing for 
ten minutes. Meanwhile additional joss sticks 
were placed in the rice howls and the China- 
men bowed low and chanted a dirge. 

The music attracted great crowds, and Mott 
street for a considerable distance was lined 
with people. Every window in the neighbor- 
hood was open, and heads were thrust from 
them. When the “Melican’’ music had ceased 
the Chinese band played the funeral march, 
which was almost deafening. This was con- 
tinued, with frequent interruptions, to allow 
the chief mourners time to make their devo- 
tions, until one o’clock, when the funeral pro- 
cession started. From the undertakers the 
procession proceeded to Evergreen cemetery, 
where the interment took place.

New York, November 2.—h. G. Dun &

The interruption of trade by the pol.t:cal excite- 
ment has increased, as is natural, and yet the vol- 
ume of business continues largerthan usuaily and 
probably larger than in any previous year at this 
season. The single fact that bank exchanges, ont- 
side of New York, in the last week but one of the 
presidential campaign, exceeded those of last year 
10'¢ per cent, the clearing of last year having been 
exceptionally large, proves that the volume of legit- 
imate business is unprecedented, for only part of 
the increase can be attributed to an excess of spec- 
ulative operations. Indeed, the speculative mar- 
kets appear to have been more aflected by the po- 
liticai interest than the other departments of busi- 
ness, and in stocks the sales here. have been 
only about 1,100,000 shares for the week; in wheat, 
about 36,400,000 bushels; in cotton, about 360,000 
bales, and in the other markets rather smalier than 
usual.

It appears to be certain that the Dudley 
letter, a full account of which our staff 
correspondent at Indianapolis has given, is 
causing the republicans considerable 
trouble.

No Federation.

The Eddleman Jury. 

Epirors CONSTITUTION :—I have no defense 
to make for the ‘‘Eddleman jury,” but thereis one 
phase of this case thatin my judgment is a very 
important one, that has not been referred toin thle 
public discussions following the verdict. 

It is true, I believe, thatin the making up of that 
jury some two or three hundred men, most of them 
intelligent, well-informed citizens, who voluntarily 
disqualified themselves, thus leaving to the court 
no alternative but to accept men far less competent 
to render an intelligent verdict. 

I do not propose to impugn the sincerity of those 
gentlenen who were 80 prompt to avail themselves 
of the chance to plead disqualification, but it can- 
not be denied that they are largely responsibie tor 
the unfortunate results that followed. 

Is it true that the hearing or reading of tha ex- 
parte evidence before the coroner or in the public 
press disqualifies an honest man from giving an 
honest verd ¢ aiter hearing the full evidence on 
both sidesin open court? No, sir; such a claim is 
absurd upon its face. To admit it, isto render im- 
possible the obtaining of intelligent and competent 
jurors, . 

Think, for a moment, of the scores of cases brought 
before our grand juries in which there is ample 
evidence upon which to found a true bill,.-and yet, 
when the Case comes to trial, and the other side is 
heard, the varty is promptly acquitted. I believe 
that any intelligent, honest man, no matter what 
he may have read or heard, is competent to render 
an honest verdict according to the evidence in any 
giv: Dn case, and no such man should be permitted to 
¢:cipe so important a duty by a quibble of the law. 
The truth ls, our jury system is defective in this 
particular, and should be promptly amended, 

Our best jcitizens shrink from jury duty and re- 
sort to every sort of plan to obtain exemption, and 
yet these same gentlemen will readily serve upon 
the grand jury, simply because that jury is general- 
ly made up of men in high standing, but, sir, the 
work ofthe grandjury is far infenor in diginity 
and responsibility tothatof the petit jury, the 
former may commit grave errors, which the latter 
can correct. We ditnifythe first by naming it the 
“grand jury,’”’ while we belittle the last by the 

efix ‘‘petit.”’ We do not appeal cases from a 

igher to a lower court, why appeal from the 
higher to the lower jury? Ail this ought to be 
changed. What we now call our grand jury? Would 
far more appropriately be called the “primary jury,’’ 
aud our juries of last resort on “grand jury.’ Lei us 
dignify and magnify the important offite of a trial 
jury. Letmen be selected for this duty that will 
make it nenorable and such verdicts as the one 
that bas so shocked the sense of justice of our whole 
country will be impossible.

| WHO SAID STANLEY WAS DEAD? 


Direct News From the Explorer, Which 
Shows He Is Safe Yet. 

ZANZIBAR, November 2.—Conriers from Ta- 
bora bring direct news from the Stanley expe- 
dition, a portion of which was met at the end 
of November, 1887, by Arabs trading between 
the Lakes Victoria, Nyanza, Nzige and Tabora, 
These Arabs met Stanley’s rear guard at’a 
point west. of Albert, Nyanza, southeast of 
Sanga, justas the expedition was preparing 
to cross the swamps, caused by a radiation of 
the streams that abound in that country. The 
Arabs did not see the Stanley detachment. 
The party seen consisted of thirty men. They 
stated that Stanley was two daysahead. The 
expedition had suffered greatly on the march 
through the thick forest, where it 
was impossible to advance more than a mile 
anda quarter daily. They had also suffered 
in the marshes, where many had disappeared 
or died. Forty were drowned in crossing the 
great river flowing from east to west. One 
white man had died. Stanley was obliged to 
fight some tribes that refused to supply him 
with provisions. The expedition had often 
halted in expectation of receiving reinforce- 
ments from the Congo. The rear guard at 
the time they met had only been on the march 
five days, after a haJt of three weeks, due to 
the illness of Stanley and a great part of the 
escort, who had been attacked with fever. 
The Arabs estimate the total strength of the 
expedition, after the losses, at 250men. The 
health of Stanley was then good. The 
rear guard, which consisted of natives 
of Zanzibar, stated that Stanley had decided 
that he would no longer advance in a north- 
easterly direction, but would strike toward the 
north, hoping to avoid the swamps. After 
getting a certain distance north he intended to 
take an oblique line to the eastward and go 
straight to Wadelai, where it was thought he 
would arrive fifty days later—about the mid- 
dle of January. The Arabs were of the opin- 
ion that the expedition was still strong enough 
to reach Wadelai.

Sr, Peterspura, November 2.—The Grash- 
danin publishes further details about the ac- 
cident to the imperial trainin south Russia on 
last Monday. Itsaysit was not the engines 
that ‘first left the track, but the massive car 
occupied by the ministers of ways which was 
wrecked. Though the speed of the train was 
only forty versts an hour, the swerving of the 
derailed car shattered the preceding and fol- 
lowing cars.

The Grand Duchess Olga and 
Grand Dake Michael were inthe next car, 
and were thrown out upon the track and coy- 
ered with the debris.

The 
czar’s dog, which was standing near his mas- 
ter, was killed.

» JACKSONVILLE, Fla., November 2?.—The fol-

The board or health feels called upon,in the dis- 
charge of a very grave responsibility, to warn the 
public, both here and at a distance, against the 
dangers of deception in regard tothe amount and 
character of the fever existing in and around Jack- 
sonville at this time, and to call attention to the 
jeopardy to human life, as well as onr material 

ro: p ‘rity, by endeavoring, as it would appear to 
ye the desire of some, to underrate the gravity of 
our present situation, and thereby prematurely 
open our city to the outside world. The same 
condition of duty which prompted this board 
in August last to announce without hesitation or 
delay its recognition ofa case of yellow fever in 
Jacksonville, now impels the board to warm hope 
against hasty and unreliable contusions in regard to 
the disappearance of the disease which has 60 
grievously alflicted us. The medical members of 
the board of healih-——Drs. Mitchell, Bacon and Dan- 
fel—have personally and carefully tinyestigated this 
matter at the request of the board, and they are 
fully satisfied that the number of cases of 
yellow fever reported through the official bulletin 
daily, is thorough!y] reliable. Itis true that there 
is very little sickne s of any kind in the city proper, 
butin the wesiern and northwestern suburbs, as 
well as in South Jacksonville and the country 
adjacent thereto, there are many cases of fever, a 
majority of them mild, because they are amonst 
the colored population principally, but neverthe- 
less, they are undoubted cases of 
vellow fever, and it may be added 
that the sickness is principally among that class, 
which isthe most poor and needy. The board of 
health earnestly appreciate the responsibility which 
devotes upon it in connection with this matter, 
and so far as its opportunities for maintaining the 

rue condition can be made available and its au- 
thority exercised, it does not propose to indorse 
other than the truth. The public can rest assured that 
none in orout of Jacksonville willmore thoroughly 
appreciate the occasion, or will more heartily re- 
joice tHereat, than will each and every member of 
the board, when the day arrives that the announce- 
nient can be truthfully made that the danger is 
over and our silent fee has gone.

Henry Elliot Gets Damages From the Rich- 
mond and Danville Railroad.
